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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 2, 3, 14-17 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Evans et al., 4,600,015. Evans discloses an elongated body member 
with independently inflatable sections, see Figure 2a, and column 9, lines 67-68, and 
column 11, lines 3-7. A tube positioned between adjacent inflatable sections is 
disclosed at (37) and continues to (38). Evans discloses that separate optical fibre 
materials may be incorporated into the probe wall, see column 1 1 , lines 53-54. It is 
inherent that there is a control panel. A source to inflate and deflate the balloons 
constitutes a fluid supply source or a suction source. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 4-6, 8, 9 and 11-13 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed May 25, 2001 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive.

Applicant argues that the Evans patent does not teach or suggest manipulation 
of a patient lumen with the device disclosed. However, the Evans device is capable of 
manipulation of a lumen, and thus the Evans patent anticipates Applicant's claims 
because the Evans device includes all the structural limitations claimed by Applicant. 
Applicant is claiming a device rather than a method of use, and thus the prior art device 
needs only to be capable of Applicant's intended use. 

A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a 
structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to 
patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is 
capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a 
process of making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as 
compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re 
Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963).
